Th e prospect was frigh tening for Republi­ 
cans. so th ey put togeth er in h aste a pro­ 
posal of th eir own to discount th e talking 
point th e opposition intended to make of 
medical aid. 
Th eir proposal was consistent with Repub­ 
lican principles of state sovereignty and per­ 
sonal responsibilty . It was opposed to th e 
modern Democratic doctrine of making Wash ­ 
ington responsible for every th ing—even med­ 
ical bills. 
As talking points. Republicans h ad none of 
th e wallop of th e Democratic talking point, 
wh ich was aimed to please every body sold 
on th e ph ilosoph y th at th e U.S. government 
sh ould support its tax pay ers, instead of th e 
oth er way around. 


THE QUESTION was wh eth er th e Demo­ 
crats h ad more th an a talking point. Did 
th ey h ave an acting point? Or was medical 
aid like th eir civil righ ts promise—someth ing 
put in th e party platform to fool people? 
To come righ t down to it, was it someth ing 
both parties were using to attract votes—a 
piece of live bait to cover th e barb on th e 
h ook of h igh er federal tax es’’ 
Medical aid bills backed by friends of Rich ­ 
ard Nix on and Joh n Kennedy failed to win 


support in th e Senate Tuesday . Th at killed 
th e proposition as far as politics in 1960 is 
concerned. Th e mild bill th at passed h as no 
wallop in it. 
Th e Nix on campaign never h ad been geared 
to federal aid for medical bills; no damage 
is done on th at side. Th is was to h ave been 
a Kennedy talking point, not a Nix on talking 
point. Th e toph eavy Democratic majority in 
Congress was to h ave given th e talking point 
its punch by making President Eisenh ower 
veto a bill it would bull th rough th e Senate 
and House. 
Democrats could do wh atever th ey wanted 
to do; th ey h ad th e votes. 
But Democrats, as every body now knows, 
do not h ave composite inclination. 


THE COALITION th ey call a political party 
is splintered Th ere is a Democratic majority 
in name only , not in votes. 
Th ere is a Kennedy faction, cn AFI^CIO 
faction, a south ern faction, a north ern fac­ 
tion. a far-out progressive faction and a con­ 
servative faction. 
Th ey cannot get togeth er on any th ing, be­ 
cause th ey h ave noth ing in common. Th ey 
h ave no principles th ey can agree on, no 
common aims, 
no love for one anoth er. 
People wh o took seriously th e 
idea th at 
Sen. Kennedy was going to pay th eir medic­ 
al bills, or th at Vice President Nix on was 
going to tide th em over if th ey used up 
th eir savings won’t be so easily fooled th e 
nex t time. 
Only Congress can spend money on such 
a scale, and th ere is no inclim.tion In th e 
House or th e Senate to rush into a spending 
program th at looks like vote bait to politicians 
but like generosity with oth er people’s money 
to people wh o pay th eir own way .

Cuba and its h ot tempers could strike th e

politicians continue to move closer to th e 
Kremlin. 


Th e United States wants to be friendly . It 
h as worked h ard at being friendly . But in th e 
evolution of U.S. policy , Cuban insults and 
Russian provocations will stiffen American 
determination to put security ah ead of for­ 
bearance, eith er with or with out th e coop­ 
eration of th e oth er countrie« oi th e New 
World. 
Th ey cannot afford to let th e Soviet Union 
start colonies in th is h emisph ere eith er, even 
th ough th ey , like Cuba, may be rabble-roused 
into th inking th ey like th e United States so 
little th ey like th e Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics more.

dent Nix on h ad influenced a parti­ 
cular "decision.” Th e President 
parried th e question by quipping 
th at h e migh t th ink of one "if 
y ou give me a week.” One of th e 
Democrats in th e Senate debate 
said th is made it "obvious th at 
Mr. Nix on’s contributions were so 
sligh t th at th e President could not 
recall a single one.”

Neuralgia Is Like Ringing Phone

AGAIN THE DASH back to the 
screen. But now the game is ovér. 
The crowd is pouring out of the 
stands. You’re going to have to 
wait for the papers to find out 
what really happened.

The phone? Or the fathead who 
misused it at the critical mo­ 
ments of the game? 
Now keep this episode in mind 
while we taik about neuralgia.

cause you pain. 


ABOUT 999 times out of 1,000 
when someone tells you he’s suf­ 
fering from neuralgia, you may 
be sure that the abused nerve is 
no more at fault than the phone 
that rang during the home half 
of the ninth. That’s why the dash 
for a pain-killer ought to be one of 
the last things you do. Instead of 
the first. 
For 
example, 
take 
a 
facial 
neuralgia. 
It's quite true t h a t 
once every blue moon the nerve 
itself seems to be primarily at 
fault. 
And in 
this condition, 
called 
trigeminal neuralgia, the pain may 
be so severe and persistent that 
the physician has to cut or destroy 
the offending structure. 
But most often, as in the case 
of the phone that’s misused by 
some fathead, the nerve is the 
innocent 
victim 
of 
something 
that’* gone sour along the line. 


LIKE AN Impacted third molar. 
Or an abscessed fang of a tooth. 
Or a pimple in the ear canal. 
Or an infected middle ear. Or 
pressure on the nerve root as a 
result of a misalignment due to 
loss of teeth or an illfitting den- 


ture. Or maybe even an increased 
pressure in the eyeball such as 
occurs in glaucoma about which 
I wrote a few weeks ago. 
One way or other, don’t take 
it out on the nerve. Unless you're 
the sort that would pull out your 
phone because someone dialed the 
wrong number a couple of times.
